Fox Lake looms as home 
for riverboat casinos. 

Rivcrboat casino gambling, unloved and 
shunned in sedate Barrington, likely will 
find a warmer reception upriver where 
having fun on or near the water is not 
only a light-hearted pursuit but a major 
industry. 

It is more than a little surprising that 
cash-laden lawyers, who purportedly 
comprise the partnership dedicated to 
bringing the pleasures of riverboat casinos 
to Lake County, made their initial 
overtures to the horsy gentry rather than 
to Fox Lake leaders, for instance, who 
appreciate the importance of having a 
good time and know how to have fun. 
Chairman Glenn K. Seidenfcld and the 
rivcrboat investors insist that they arc 
amateurs in the gambling business; 
obviously they also are amateurs when it 
comes to public relations and politics. 



Now that the riverboat promoters have 
turned their attention northward as 
indicated by a meeting with 
commissioners of the Chain O'Lakcs/Fox 
River Water Management Agency, it can 
at least be stated that they arc headed in 
the right direction. Where they will land 
remains a mystery. Surely by now they 
must be aware of Fox Lake's interest in 
legalized gambling, an interest last 
expressed when operators of off- track 
betting (OTB) were looking for another 
northern Illinois outlet four years ago. 

Gurnee put itself on the map by 
providing a home for a glittering 
amusement park. Vernon Hills came into 
existence and flourished catering to 
shopping centers. Fox Lake already has 
an established reputation for tourism and 
water recreation so providing a home for a 
couple of rivcrboat casinos, even if they 
resemble miniature aircraft carriers, is not 
out of the ordinary. 



Impact fee assault 



All sides should realize 
that impact fees are in 
the best interests of 
everyone. 

Builders and developers are gathering 
forces to assault the impact fee system, 
now pretty universally accepted here and 
elsewhere as a means of getting those 
who share in the benefits of suburban 
growth to share public costs related to 
new housing. Proposed legislation 
known as the Illinois Infrastructure 
Expansion Act would create a state law 
that would enact guidelines to regulate 
how impact fees are assessed, collected 
and utilized. 

The anti-impact fee bill is being 
advanced by the Home Builders Assn. of 
Illinois (HBAI) with support from such 
groups as the Illinois Assn. of Taxpayers 
and the Taxpayers' Federation of Illinois, 
The bill is expected to come in for lively 
debate in the spring term of the General 
Assembly. 

Stakes are high. Chicago Enterprise, 
published by the Civic Committee of the 
Commercial Club of Chicago, correctly 
points out that debate over the bill will 
provide a rare opportunity to rethink land 
use issues and who pays the cost of 
development. Not so surprisingly, state 
lawmakers don't like being put on the 
spot. They don't want to offend local 
officials or the builders and developers 
who finance political campaigns with 



hefty contributions. 

Imposition of impact fees is a collar 
county phenomenon. Maybe that's why a 
downstate Democrat in the livestock and 
grain business is sponsoring the anti- 
impact fee bill. Chicago, on the basis 
that it already has infrastructure in place, 
is exempt. Chicago, other older cities and 
non-growth communities don't share the 
back-breaking problems of providing 
schools and other public services fostered 
by suburban growth and development 

Builders and developers are fighting the 
wrong battle in attempting to water-down 
the impact fee system, especially where 
schools arc the biggest beneficiary. They 
are forgetting that schools are one of the 
major selling points for their product — 
sparkling new homes in crisply carved out 
new subdivisions. 

Rather, the builders and developers 
should be directing their energies to 
support policies where it is more 
financially rewarding to rebuild cities than 
turning farm land into housing enclaves 
and strip malls. Professional planners on 
the regional level know this, but they 
either cave in or remain silent while the 
bulldozers transform the countryside. 

Builders won't admit it and the public is 
only beginning to realize that without 
impact fees, taxpayers are subsidizing the 
development business. Carefully crafted 
and fairly administered impact fees are 
basically a means of sharing the wealth 
and in the best interests of everyone. 



New calendar portends 
trouble in Springfield

For many years, the state of Illinois 
could be compared to the country. The 
governor's office, like the presidency, has 
been controlled by Democrats. 

Democrats have been in the majority 
in the Senate for 20 years and also in the 
House of Representatives for 18 of those 
years. The only Democrat in the gover- 
nor's office during that time was Dan 
Walker, who was followed by Jim 
Thompson for 14 years and Jim Edgar for 
the past two years. 

It will be different in Washington 
with President-elect Bill Clinton and 
Democrats controlling both the Senate 
and the House. In Illinois, Republicans 
have captured the Senate, so Edgar will 
have more "legislative influence" than he 
bad during the past biennium. 

There is another major change that 
will affect the legislature. There will be a 
new adjournment date this year, May 31 
rather than June 30. Let's call it a "target 
date," since the legislature has never ad- 
journed on schedule. Actually, the legisla- 
tive session days will be the same; it's 
just that they are trying to move every- 



thing up by 30 days. It's the idea of Sen. 
James "Pate" Philip, who will be the new 
Senate President. House Speaker Michael 
Madigan has gone along with it, but I'm 
sure that he has reservations about the 
plan working. 

For one thing, it short-cuts the time 
when the governor is able to put together

his budgetary figures. The interesting 
thing to watch is what happens if every- 
thing isn't finalized by the end of May. 
When things went into overtime in June, 
the governor's power was strengthened be- 
cause bills to become immediately effec- 
tive needed a three-fifths vote. That will 
no longer apply between May and June, 
so Speaker Madigan will still be a power- 
ful force in the legislative process next 
year. 

Moving up the date of adjournment 
may have one salutary result The legisla- 
ture has been accused, and probably

(Continued from preceding page) 
rightly so, for introducing too heavy of a 
volume of bills. In the past, a great num- 
ber of bills were introduced right before 
the "deadline." Many of the newcoming 
legislators, and there will be about 50 in 
the House alone, introduce their bills late 
because it takes them a while to learn the 
process. They will have to move much 
more quickly next year, even the incum- 
bents. If the end result is that less bills 
will be introduced, the electorate can 
breathe a sigh of relief.

Of course, there is another side of 
looking at it. Many bills are introduced 
for special interests. At least, in the past, 
the bills were introduced "in the open" as 
bills and became a part of the committee 
process. There's no way that many of the 
special interests will be foreclosed from 
advancing their "agenda." So, will the 
volume of bills be reduced, but be re- 
placed by "last-minute" amendments that 
can be even more dangerous? That could 
be disastrous. 

The May adjournment, if it does work 



next year, then what happens in 1994? 
The legislators would have to be in 
Springfield as the primary election is be- 
ing held. Now, if you believe that legisla- 
tors are going to allow that to happen, 
then you believe in the "tooth-fairy," 

No, they aren't going to allow a sys- 
tem where their opponents are "knocking 
on doors" while they are in Springfield 
"knocking themselves out." So, the new 
legislative schedule will either be a short- 
lived experiment or it will be something 
that they will use for the odd-numbered 
year of the biennium and revert to the "old 
schedule" during the second, or election, 
year of the biennium. 

Scheduling of the legislative business 
is minor compared to the other problems 
that it must consider. Of course, the big 
one is where will the revenue come from 
to take care of the state's needs, particu- 
larly education?

months and even years, thereby causing 
the remaining property owners to bear the 
cost for that unassessed property. 

I-RATE's proposal is reasonable, fair 
and financially responsible and solves the 
tax lag issues more effectively for taxing 
bodies and with less tax burden on all 
property tax payers. 

To accommodate the "Tax Lag," the 
political reaction has been a demand for 
impact fees and many have been imple- 
mented. 

It is politically popular to make the 
developer pay impact fees, however that 
fee is just another cost of building a 
home. It is included in construction costs, 
a profit is added and the home buyer pays. 
The developer does not pay for any- 
thing — he manages capital and if success- 
ful, receives a profit. 

The problem of the impact fee, if you 
thoroughly examine its complexity, is all 
property owners in the neighborhood, vil- 
lage and township have their assessments 
incrementally increased by the impact fee 
thereby causing innocent, long-time and 
senior residents to pay an "impact fee tax" 
hidden in their increased property assess- 
ment. 

This is a classic case of politicians 
initializing a program where the impres- 
sion is created the "other guy" is going to 
pay for all these costs and taxes, and later 
we find out that all taxpayers are adversely 
effected 

The taxpayer must understand the 
problem with all taxes, especially prop- 
erty taxes, is that all taxing bodies, espe- 
cially the schools, are operating un- 
checked by the public and simply spend 
too much money. 



Elected officials and boards generally 
lack the ability and the desire to trim and 
control their budgets and tax levies. Their 
solutions have been to raise taxes and cut 
services, not costs, and then blame the 
other taxing bodies for their inadequacies. 

The County Board election campaign 
saw candidates supported by the political 
pac C.O.D.— Curb Over Development 
demanding these higher impact fees and at 
the same time opposing the proposed 
Lake County gasoline tax. They should 
have known, but did not, that the county 
gasoline tax is the only mechanism the 
county has to fund its required matching 
share of the county impact fee. Without a 
county gasoline tax, there will never be a 
county impact. 

We all oppose taxes but the user fee 
concept of a county gasoline tax is a rea- 
sonable solution if Lake County is going 
to improve its roads.

Combine the flour, nutmeg and salt. In a bowl, beat the butter with sugar until 
creamy; beat in the vanilla, rum flavoring and egg until fluffy. Stir in the flour until blend- 
ed. Cover the bowl and chill at least 2 hours. 

With floured hands, form dough into 1 inch balls. (If crumbly, let dough stand at 
room temperature about 15 minutes). Place balls on ungreased baking sheets about one 
Inch apart. Bake in a 350 degree oven for 12 to 15 minutes or until lightly browned. 
Remove from pan and cool on wire racks. 

Frost cooled cookies with rum icing, then garnish with nuts, coconut or cherries, if 
you wish. After icing sets up, store cookies, with waxed paper between layers, in covered 
containers up to 3 days or freeze. Makes about 4 dozen. 

Rum Icing: Beat together 1 /4 c, butter, 1 tsp. rum flavoring, 1/2 tsp. vanilla and 2 1/2 
c. unsifted powdered sugar. Add 2 to 3 Tbl. milk to obtain a good spreading consistency.

National press has described Certain 
Distant Suns as "anglo-funka-delicious 
mood-rock, M "alternative mood pop," 
and "ultrasonic groove." 

"What it boils down to is we do a lot of 
sampling technology. We do ambient 
pop songs; we set a mood for music," 
said Justin Mroz, lead vocalist, guitars 
and keyboard.

"It was on Fathers Day, two and a half 
years ago," remembered Justin. "It was 
really hot and no one was there."

"You always have to be 
persistent, to keep sending your stuff 
out . . . That's the only thing that really 
helps," said Justin. 

Justin said the band sent about five 
demo tapes to the Cabaret Metro 
before getting booked. He described 
getting booked at the Metro, last 
March, as one of the band's biggest 
accomplishments to date. "We worked 
so hard to get it," he said. Justin added 
that the Metro is now very supportive of 
the band. 

Another memorable moment for 
Certain Distant Suns was a raving 
review in the College Music Journal 
(CMJ). "I'm proud of the CMJ review.

With the popularity of interactive 
games in the United States at an all-time 
high, it is not surprising that an obscure 
Japanese pastime is now one of the most 
popular stops for patrons of Gurnee Mills 
Mall. 

The Pioneer Star Factory Studio, 
which presently is the only one like it in 
the world, is an interactive game person's 
heaven where one can go into a working 
recording studio and sing the lyrics to 
1,600 popular songs just like the Boss or 
Madonna would do for real. 

"On any given Friday evening, we 
will have a short wait for the studios," 
said Larry Dybis, who is the Star 
Factory's store manager. "But, it is 
usually short and our customers can use 
that time to browse through our song 
catalog before their studio opens up." 

Gurnee's Star Factory studios feature 
"laser karaoke" in eight life-like studios 
where parties from one to 14 can 
experience the life of a recording star 
through the use of Pioneer's Laser 
Karaoke machines, which use a compact 
disc library of songs and accompanying 
videos with lyrics to help the singers 
remember the words to the song. 

Karaoke, which means "empty 
orchestra" in Japanese, started in Japan 
during the early 70s and quickly became a 
hit among the country's businessmen. 

"Karaoke is a $4 billion business with 
over 88,000 studios in Japan," said 
Dybis. 

The unique idea first came into the 
United States when Pioneer Laser 
Entertainment, in 1988, introduced the 
first commercial karaoke systems to bars, 
restaurants and other entertainment 
venues. Later, PLE offered its first home 
system, which included the choice of three 
different laser players, with a wide range 
of prices, designed specifically for home 
use. 

Then came the opening of the first 
karaoke retail store on May 30, 1992, 



which finally brought the real Japanese 
idea of karaoke to the United States. 

"In Japan, karaoke studios are very 
plain rooms where businessmen go to 
entertain themselves and relax," said 
Dybis. "Star Factory is the only karaoke 
studio in the world that has a production 
studio look and feel to it."

Once in the studio, detailed 
instructions in the song book, which list 
all of the available karaoke songs in the 
studio's music library, inform the group 
how to program. their song requests using 
cither the remote control or buttons on 
the in-studio equipment. 

Then all the singers have to do is grab 
one of the several microphones in the 
studio and sing until their time expires. 

However, that is not all Star Factory 
offers its customers when they visit the 
first retail karaoke store. Continuing the 
star-like treatment of their patrons, the 
store offers refreshments like soft drinks, 
coffee, and snacks, Star Factory sports 
apparel including t-shirts, jackets and 



hats, and the opportunity to record a song 
during your session on either cassette tape 
or compact disc. 

"Currently, we are the only studio in 
the United States that can put your 
karaoke song on compact disc for you to 
take home at a reasonable price," said 
Dybis. "It is a great souvenir to take 
home." 

A recorded song during a studio 
session costs $5.95 for a tape and $19.95 
for a compact disc. 

Another unique offer, which according 
to Dybis is coming in the new year, is 
specialty covers for the tape and compact 
disc cases will be offered, complete with 
the signers photo. 

For the store's regular and frequent 
customers, the Star Factory's Backstage 
Pass is offered for $34.95. This one-year 
pass enables the holder to a free Star 
Factory l-shirt and pin, a 20 percent 
discount on all studio rentals, a 10 percent 



discount on all Star Factory sportswear, 
and $2 off any studio recording purchases. 
"We always have something going on 
here," said Dybis. "You can count on a 
new approach or angle here at Star 
Factory." 

One of die different things the, store 
docs, according to Dybis, is the monthly 
karaoke contest Star Factory hosts in the 
Gurnee Mills show court near mall 
entrance G. 

Dybis said the management of PLE is 
excited over the success of the Gumce 
retail store and has two new stores under 
construction in Los Angeles and 
Honolulu. Future stores are under 
consideration for New York and Florida 
sites. 

"Karaoke is catching on in the US and 
with the uniqueness of the Star Factory 
retail stores, our future looks really 
promising," said Dybis.

Every year more appear — Santa's 
sleighs, six-foot high candles, manger 
scenes, snowmen and snow ladies, 
reindeer on rooftops, big red ribbons, and 
wreaths. And of course, there are lights, 
lots of lights, blinking lights, dancing 
lights, colorful lights, white lights and 
still lights. Driving through some Lake 
County neighborhoods is like traveling 
through Disneyland, or perhaps Las 
Vegas, at nighL 

Lake County residents, as well as 
holiday revelers across the nation, are 



Energy, economic worries seem to be a thing of the 
past as residents spend more on holiday decor 



decorating more than they did 10 ye.irs 
ago. And area merchants say sales of 
holiday house finery this year have shown 
significant increases over last year. 

"Every year we sec more and more 
people decorating," said Bill Kurschardt, a 
manager at Ace Hardware in Wauconda for 
15 years. "From last year to this year, 
we've had a big increase. So far sales arc 
double from last year." 

At the Country Bumpkin Garden Center 
in Mundelcin, George White said sales of 
wreaths, garland and trees arc up about 20 
percent. Kim Williams from the Garden 
Center in Volo has seen a significant 
increase in their custom-decorated wreaths, 
some 50 percent. 

In general, spending this holiday season 
is up 5 to 10 percent. Rob Baade, head of 
the economics department at Lake Forest 
College sees the increase in spending on 
holiday decorating as a vote of confidence 



for President-elect Bill Clinton. 

"I think it says there's a wave of 
optimism that's swept the country with 
the election of Clinton. Whether or not it 
can be sustained depends on how Clinton 
performs," said Baade. He added that 
consumer confidence is bound to have a 
positive effect on the economy. 

But not only are people decorating 
more, they arc also decorating earlier. 
White said as of last week, more than half 
of his Christmas inventory was already 
gone. 

This mass decorating is a turn-around 
from the mid-'70s when energy conscious 
Americans were turning off the lights, 

"I think collectively as a society we 
went through a rather guilty era with the 
energy crisis," said Kathryn Anthony, 
associate professor in the School of 
Architecture and in the housing and 
development program at the University of 



Illinois at Urbana-Champaign. 

"People were hesitant," continued 
Anthony. "Energy conservation is still an 
issue, but people are less conscious about 
it, there's less guilL" 

Kurschardt believes part of the recovery 
since the '70s in outdoor decorating is a 
result of companies making more energy- 
saving lights. 

Anthony has also noticed a domino 
effect. "In certain neighborhoods a few 
houses go all out and that mood tends to 
spread," said Anthony. "It can be a 
symbol for a neighborhood, a group 
identity." 

Anthony draws an analogy between the 
way people dress and the way they 
decorate their homes during the holidays. 
"People who might normally dress sedate, 
put on a little sparkle. Men wear holiday 
tics and people wear things they wouldn't 
be caught dead in the rest of the year. 

"It's a time of year when norms can be 
broken, people can be more loose, more 
fun for one month than they are the other 
11 months of the year."

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NICASA urges for stronger penalties for drunk drivers 



The Northern Illinois Council on 
Alcoholism and Substance Abuse is 
urging the adoption of a state law making 
it illegal for anyone under the age of 21 to 
drive with any measurable alcohol in their 
blood. 

Known as a "zero tolerance" law, it 
would complement existing state laws 
which prohibit alcohol sales and service to 
any individual under the age of 21. 

"With alcohol-related highway crashes 
being the number one killer of teens, it's 
important that forceful legislation be 
developed to attempt to reduce the number 
of deaths," said Judy Fried, NICASA's 
executive director. 

She said national studies have 
demonstrated that zero tolerance laws 
leading to the loss of driver's licenses can 
reduce alcohol-related fatalities. 

NICASA's support of a zero tolerance 
law comes during December's National 
Drunk and Drugged Driving Prevention 
Month. Slogan for the month is "Let's 
Take a Stand. Friends Don't Let Friends 
Drive Drunk." 

Fried said far too many parents seem to 
ignore the law when they condone 



adolescent drinking with the misguided 
rationalization, "at least they're not on 
drugs." 

She said she is concerned that some 
young people may translate anti-drinking

NICASA is also supporting reducing 
the legal blood alcohol concentration limit 
from .10 to .08 for drivers 21 and over and 
automatic license revocation laws which 
would enable police to immediately 
confiscate the driving license of a driver 
who is found with a blood alcohol level 
over the legal limit or who refuses to take 
a blood alcohol level test. 



In Illinois, for example, she said the 
number of traffic deaths in the state 
reached a 47 year low in 1991. And there 
was also a significant decrease in Lake 
County. 

Illinois had 1,444 traffic deaths in 1991, 
down from 1,568 deaths in 19909. In Lake 
County, there were 60 fatalities in 1991, 
down from 74 in 1990.

With his new team in place, Robert

Committee chairmanships and 
memberships have been assigned. 
Counterpart Colin McRae of Mundclcin 
will lead the companion Forest Preserve 
for two years. 

Looking ahead, Depke says: "I hope 
the next two years arc as great as the past 
two." 

Apart from the County Board, one of 
the newest members of the team is Dale 
Galassie of Highland Park. He is the new 
director of the Lake County Health Dept. 
Named acting director when Steven Potsic 
was fired in August, the 11 -year staffer 
has just been given the full title. 

For the immediate future it is more 
industrial growth and jobs. Depke worked 
to preserve a new Abbott Laboratories 
plant for the county. Ground should be 



broken in Wadsworth early next year. 
There is talk of 500 or more new jobs. 
Baxter Labs will open a new plant on 
22nd St. employing 235. 

Beyond this the chairman sees the need 
for a gas tax to revamp Lake County's 
highway system and put an end to 
gridlock. Undaunted by failure to win 
legislative approval to enact such a tax 
last year, he vows to try again. 

Depke has warmed toward the idea of 
rivcrboat gambling in or around Fox 
Lake. The promoters talk about a $10 
million cut for the county. 

Between the gas tax and gambling 
revenue, Depke thinks both could go a 
long way toward reducing gridlock and 
improving the quality of life. 

"I want Lake County to be just as 
good as all the rest of you want it to be," 
Depke told his County Board colleagues 
earlier this month upon being re-elected.

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Skyrocketing taxes 

Editor 

With property taxes in 
Lake County now among 
the highest in the nation, 
schools and other taxing 
bodies have finally begun to 
expand their impact fee pro- 
grams and seek to have de- 
velopment help pay its fair 
share. Beginning to see 
their tax-payer profit sub- 
sidy evaporating, developers 
began to flex their mus- 
cles — in Springfield. 

Over the last year a bill 
has been quietly winding its 
way through the Illinois 
legislature. Identified as 
SB 1828, this bill, if made 
law, would effectively kill 
the ability for municipali- 
ties and schools to com- 
mand land developers to 
contribute for the economic 
impact they create. Under 
this developer-contrived pro- 
posal, schools would es- 
sentially have to seek ap- 
proval from the very people 
from whom they seek to 
collect impact fees. And 
then, even when successful, 
these monies can be used 
only to purchase land. Now 
just how many math classes 
are conducted in a farm 
field? Every dollar not paid 
by developers toward con- 
structing new classrooms to 
teach the students living in 
these new homes will be 
paid by property owners. 

Never before have state 
and federal funds been more 
scarce. Never have property 
taxes risen so dramatically. 
Even so, the rampant over- 
development which contin- 
ues within the county exerts 
increasingly more pressure 
upon schools and other ser- 
vice districts. The growth 
without adequate impact 
fees is out-pacing the need 
for revenue and will con- 
tinue to increase taxes even 
more radically. 

If you are now a home- 
owner in Lake County, un- 
less you think your taxes 
are too low, you are 
strongly encouraged to write 
Governor Edgar today and 
express your concern over 



this developer-generated leg- 
islation of self-service and 
disdain for the well-being of 
the residents here. Demand 
the Governor's veto should 
this legislation pass the leg- 
islature which is comprised 
of too many people put in 
office with the backing of 
developer funding. Act now 
as your property taxes de- 
pend on it
